London, Oct. 13.—At Fellsport, near 


Cork, an attempt to evict a tenant 
named Edmund Murphy for unpaid 
rent of six years led to serious rioting. 
Fifty police found the place barri- 
caded. A~crowd assembled and assist- 
ed Murphy, assailing the police with 
redhot irons, boiling water and stones, 
compelling them to desist. The con- 
flict continued all day. With the ar- 
rival 
of reinforcements 
the police 


charged the mob with fixed bayonets, 
and many on both sides were injured. 
Later, through the mediation of the 
parish priest, Murphy was induced to 
surrender. Altogether 30 arrests were 
made. One policeman had all of his 
front teeth knocked out.

A PROMINENT CLUBMAN INJURED 


Whole Business Section of an Indina 


Town is Burning—Blaze at Cam- 


den, N. J., Thriisday. 


New York, Oct. 13—In a fire which 


gutted a fashionable boarding house 
at No. 364 West 54th street, this morn- 
ing, Mrs. Nellie Ferguson, 88 years eld, 
(.he proprietress, was burned to death, 
and a man who registered at Roose- 
velt hospital as John Smith, of 
17'J 


West 73rd street, had both knee caps 
smashed by leaping from 
a second 


story window. MUs Mary Grant who 
occupied a room • on the 
third floor, 


was badly burned before she was res 
cued by firemen and two other wo- 
men who occupied rooms on the top 
floor had narrow escapes from death. 


.Mrs. Ferguson is said to have come 


to New York from Baltimore where 
her husband is a man of prominence. 
Her body was charred almost beyond 
recognition. It is said that the name 
given ty the man who was injured is 
fictitious and that he is a_prominent 
clubman. 


The rescue of Miss CSrant was very 


exciting. She awoke to find her^ es- 
cape cut off l>y tfie~flames arid clfmbed 
out on a window ledge, screaming for 
help. Smoke was pouring one of the 
window and Fireman Richard Hauard 
and Fireman John Harvey of engine 
company No. 2?>. seeing that they could 
not wait for a truck, ran into the ad- 
joining house and ascended to the 
third floor. 


Harvey stepped on the ledge while 


Ran straddled the window, still brld- 
5ng Harvey by the waist. Harvey then 
reached across and grasping

Grant, swung her across to his com- 
rade iust as Jlames burst from the win- 
dow behind the woman, scorching her 
arm. 


Miss Grant was carried to the stret

Bennington, Vt., Oct. 13.—The Mon- 


treal express southbound, on the Rut- 
land railroad, with 380 passengers on 
board, was wrecked at Arlington, 14 
miles north of here.

Chicago, Oct. 13.—The alleged ex- 


tortionate charges and arbitrary prac- 
tices of the Armour Car company wera 
again the subject of a careful" exam- 
ination by the interstate commerce 
commission at its closing session, and 
the 
commission 
finally 
adjourned 


pending a special call, with the inves- 
tigation suspended. Charges of gross 
oppression were made by several com- 
mission men of Chicago and other 
points who have had to depend upon 
the Armour car system for the trans- 
portation of their produce. 


George F. Mead of George F. MeaQ 


& Co., fruit dealers, and vice president 
of the National Association of Com- 
mission Men of Boston, stated that the 
tactics adopted by the Armour com- 
pany are fast ruining the commission; 
business all over the east. "Armour 
& Co. have practically demoralized 
the fruit business east of the Alleghe- 
nies," declared Mr. Mead in his testi- 
mony. "Not only do they charge ex- 
tortionate prices for icing cars con- 
taining 
deciduous fruits, but they; 


have undermined the market as well. 
For instance, they know through pri- 
vate sources that a car of fruit is to 
be shipped into Hartford on a certain 
day, 
and having say two cars of tha 


same fruit at Springfield, run one oC 
them down to Hartford, and when tha 
car fur the local commission men ar- 
rives, he finds the market sold out 
from under him." 


H. E. Felton, vice president of the! 


Union tank line, a company controlled 
by the Standard Oil company, ap- 
peared 
before the commission and 


asked for a hearing in order to reply- 
to charges made against his company 
by J. W. Midgley in testifying before 
the commission last Monday. Mr. 
Midgley in his evidence declared that 
the railroads did not dare to disobey 
the orders of the Standard Oil com- 
pany or the big packers, and that any 
railroad line that did so would soon, 
find that a boycott had been instituted 
against the company. In this manner, 
Mr. Midgley asserted, the Standard 
Oil company and the packers com- 
pelled the railroads to pay excessive 
mileage for the use of their cars, en- 
abling them to control traffic and ped- 
dle it out to the highest bidder.
